EXAMINER STATEMENT 

1 . This action is responsive to the amendment filed on 01/04/201 2. Of the original 
claims 1-21, applicant amended claims 1 and 10, and cancelled claims 17-21 in the 
amendment. Therefore, claims 1-16 are under consideration for prosecution of this 
application. 

Summary of this Office Action 

2. Applicants' arguments filed on 01/04/2012 has been fully considered, and 
discussed in the next section below, are deemed to be persuasive. Therefore, claims 1- 
1 6 are deemed to be allowable over the prior art of record, and applicants' request for 
allowance is respectfully granted. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. With regards to claim 1 , the prior art of records, alone or combined, does 
neither anticipate nor render obvious, inter alia, as a whole, the uniquely patentable 
feature of :" means for permitting a portfolio manager to determine whether a particular 
issuer of securities is on a list of approved issuers for a selected portfolio based upon 
the compliance rules contained in the second database; means for permitting the 
portfolio manager to submit a credit approval reguest, with regard to the particular 
issuer of securities, to a credit analyst if it is determined that the particular issuer of 
securities is not on a list of approved issuers for the selected portfolio; means for 
permitting the credit analyst to resolve the credit approval reguest and transmit the 
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resolution of the credit approval request to the portfolio manager in real time; and g) a 
trade entry system configured to receive a trade request from the portfolio manager and 
execute a purchase order for a security issued by the particular issuer of securities after 
credit approval has been received " in a system for enabling a portfolio manager to 
obtain credit approval for an issuer of securities from a credit analyst. 

The reasons for allowance for all the other independent claims and dependent 
claims are the same as set forth for claim 1 above because they all include same/similar 
limitation indicated above for the reasons for allowance. 

Discussion of Cited Prior Art 

4. The applicant's remarks filed in response dated January 04, 201 2, see pages 7- 
14 are persuasive and compelling that the cited prior art of Grigsby (U.S. Pub No. 
2002/0016758), Rieger et al. (U.S. Pub No. 2002/0087451), Walker et al. (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,088,686), Marlowe-Noren (U.S. Pub No. 2004/0107152), Schwarze et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 7,725,354), Fletcher et al., (U.S. Patent No. 6,1 12,190) and Aoike (U.S. Pub 
No. 2002/01 521 61 ) alone or combined, does neither disclose or renders obvious the 
unique features as listed above. 

Applicants' remarks filed on 01/04/2012 have been fully considered, are deemed 
to be persuasive. Therefore, claims 1-16 are deemed to be allowable over the prior art 
of record, and applicants' request for allowance is respectfully granted
